Washinqton, Feb. 9.— The mott 
funoQB ship of the naval service— the 
old corvette Kearsarge — has been 
wnoked. Thettotjrof tht diMtter waa 
told to Beoretary Herbert in a brief 
cable iiu'Ksiige which he rcccivod yeflter- 
day from Lieuteuaut FitMlt-iick Braiu- 
ard, an officer of the veseel, dated Colon. 

Lieuti'imut Biaiiiard reiiched Colon 
yesterday iiiornin.15 and immediately sent 
the niosfluge to the secretary in suLiMtanco 
as follows: 

"Kearsarge sailed from Port an 
Prince, Jan. 30, fur Bluefields, Nica- 
ragua. Was wrecked on Roncador reef 
Feb. 2. Officers and crew safe." 

Immediately ajKm reoeiving the news 
of the wreck tlie ii.ivy department sent a 
cable disnatch to Lieutenant Brainard at 
Colon ordering him t<j charter a steamer 
and pi-Qceed at once to the relief of the 
shipwrecked crew. 

The chief of tiie bureau of navigation 
had a later reply from Lieutenant Brain- 
ard at Colon about noon saying that th<> 
City of Para was available to go after 
tba crew. He was instractetl to either 
diarter a steamer or secure one of the 
regular mail steamers to New York, or. 
if one of the latter was to start immedi- 
atoly on her regular trip, to secure her to 
toacb. at Roncador and take up the crew. 
He was, in fi ct, given discretion to do 
what is necessary to insure greatest speed 
in getting reliif jlQ (be men of the Kear- 
sarge. 

Toe Kearsarge sailed from Port au 
Prince, Hayti, ^an. DO, for UBlnefields. 
lltanigM, to protect Anwneia inter- 
mIi mn bk Tiew of the invasion of the 
lotOH Of Hondnras. She was 
I ttuM dim out. 
Roncador reef is a little over 200 
miles from the Moaquito ooa^t of £/entraI 
Ameiioft. Between the ooAst and the 
reef liw Old Providence island^ouly 7j| 
or 80 miles to leeward gt the reef. 

It is believed at the navjb department 
that the ofBcers and crew woiU4, be able 
to reach Old Providence witkoat diffi- 
culty in case they were in danger of 
their lives on the reef, and it is believed 
that they would be safe on the f9ei, ex- 
cept in event of rough weather. 

It is the impression also at the depart- 
ment that the KearKar^e has not gone to 
pieces and may not do so for some time, 
nnleai roocrh weather oomes up, al- 
though the tides and cnrrents about 
the reef are, however, swift and danger- 
ous. 

The Roncador reef is well known to 
marines in those waters as a dangerous 
impediment to navigation. Efforts have 
been recently made to secure th> wm ti on 
of a lighthouse on this ])oint. 

Some time ago, when Warner Mill( r 
and oftiwrs of the Nicanif^ua Canal coin- 
jmny were on their way tu Nicaragua, 
they were wrecked i<n lliis same jKjint. 

Admiral Stanton was on iiie Kear- 
sarge. When the New York and De- 
troit wore disjiatched to Hio it Wfis m;i<lo 
the Hagship of the Noitti Atlantic 
s<iHa<ln)n, and Admirid Stanton, after 
the secretary of the navy had acted on 
hie rei»ort of the salute of Mello in Rio 
bay, was ordered to procoid to Port au 
Prnce and transfer his Ha;; to the Kear- 
sarge and ;is«ume (wuuii.iud of the sta- 
tion. 

The vessel was one of th(> oldest in the 
navy and hail a spit ndiil history. 

It is conjectural that the Kearsarge 
went aground on the reef at night and 
foundered. Lieutenant Braijiard seems 
to havo got alwiard a small 1 oat and 
flucceedeil in getting to Colon in sii days. 
The relief can reach the shipwreclKd 
men in lews time than that.

Commander Heyerman was ku1>80-

made short cruises between home porta 
tu blow up derelicts and assist at the 
trial of sevefal new warships. 

As soon as the ship's company has been 
transported to a place of safety and the 
fate of the Kearsarge is definitely known, 
a court of inquiry will be apiiointed to 
investigate the circumstances and &x the 
responsibility. 

The navif^tion of a naval veHel lestr 
entirely with her commander and hia 
assihta its and the admiral never inter- 
fores m the matter. He directs the gen- 
eral movements of the flagship from 
place to;place, but leaves the details of 
routes and management of the ship en- 
tirely to the commanding offlcer. 

Therefore, it would api)e tr as though 
Conunander Heyerman will be held re- 
siwnsiliie for the loss of the vessel, and 
cn him will (Unolve the ta«k of showing 
that the accid( nt wius unavoidable. He 
will look to the officers of the dock at 
the time bf the wreck for a louiplete ex- 
planation of the circumstances. Ex- 
actly who wjis at fault wdl n it be 
known here until fuller details have 
been received.

DETAILS OF TH E DISASTER.

Nkw YditK, Feb. !l. -A Colon spocinl 
to The Herald gives the tollowiu-; a; - 
count of the wreck of the corvt tt> K viir- 
sarge on Roncador reef: The di.^a-ter 1 c- 
curred at 7 p. m.. last Friday. Tl;e 
Kearsarge was under both .suil un 1 si' uni 
at the time, and was going alr^ut 10 
kBoli when ine stmck. 

A heavy tea was mnning. and as the 
chanMtMr of the cave in these waters 
wiriiireakaoiwBtotheKeanurge's oifi- 
oenv. It WM evltait tkat aalt^qr lay *n 
forcing her as far np 00 tha oay as pos- 
sible before she began to break up. 

Acctirdingly she wjia at once lightened 
up by heaving her guns overboard. One 
of the iirst to go was her splendid old 1 1- 
inch after pivot, the gtin that did such 
terrible eset ution on the Alabama in 
thvir famous light in 18tf4. Next the 
masts were cut away, not only to lighten 
her, but also to provide material for con- 
stmcting rafts. « 

It would have been madness to at- 
tempt to make a landing in such a M>a 
in the intense darkness of a tropical 
night iuid therefore there was nothing to 
be done but wait till morning. A terri- 
ble night was jiassed, th • waves pound- 
ing heavily over tiiesteni and weather side 
as she swung more and more 1. roadside. 

On Saturday morning a line was L;ot 
ashore and all hands were finally land' d 
safe in Icay. Owing to the manni r in 
whi( h the waves had swept the drcks 
and filKd the liotels, (.niy a little fresh 
water and a small (juaiitity of provihions 
could be saved. Three boats were got 
ashore but little injurwl. 

As there is alnuKst no water on the 
reef and alout 'M) men were cam^ted 
therewith a trittnig su].i)ly, one of tho 
IxKits was inimediat»'ly put in order to go 
to Old I'roVKlerue for relief. 

Lifuti iiant V. R. Brainard and Naval 
Cadet Stitt with a picked crew left the 
cay. On reaching Old Providence and 
finding there nothing capable of taking 
off the shipwi-ecked crew fhsyoamoon 
to Colon for assistance. 

When they left Roncador cay the 
Kearsarge was breaking up fast.

the whole for consideration of his hill. 
The eastern Democrats and the great 
mass of tM .Republicans made a de- 
tennined opposltkm, bnt Mr. Bland was 
at last victorions. 

On the ftnal vot<» 28 Republionns and 
all tho Populists voted witli him, while 
22 Denioci at.s who were present joined 
with the remainder of the Republicans 
in refnsiL,; to vote. It was thoroughly 
understood that quite a number of the 
Democrats who voted with Mr. Bland 
wera f ^vor of certain modifioations of 
the bflli althongh they coold not carry 
their OMOimon to the extent of voting 
againstlts odMidsiration. It is also well 
known that ftcwtary Cai hsle and the 
admlidstMllon gmsirally is upxKxied to 
the bill in ita prsssBt form. 

After the constderattoB ci the bill be- 
gaa lir. Cartisl* anived at the Capitol 
and had a oonferenoe with several at the 
leading Damoorats of fhe house, as well

PROPELLE D BY D YNAMITE. 

Dr. Pynnhon Talks Sarlemly of Sucli 
AeriMl Travelliia. 

Chicago. Feb. 9. Dr. Eilvnn Pyn- 
chon told the Western Socit ty of En- 
gineers alxait the airship whii h he pro 
poses to build, which will be prcpelli'd 
by the explosion of dynamite cartridges 
and upheld by tho system of aerial 
planes. He said his ves.sel would be 
similar to that now b< ing built by 
Maxim, with the exception of the method 
of propulsion. The doctor's principle is 
the discharge through tubes, extending 
to the rear ot the urship, ot dynamite 
cartridges. 

These cartridges are to be discharged 
under a plate, and tho elasticity of the 
air will act in pushing forwai-d the ship. 
The principle is the same as that of tho 
ezplMion of dynamite on fixed Ixxlies. 
The doctor asserttd that it would cost 
|t .20 a mile to move his ship, and at the 
rate of 200 miles an hotir it would make 
the expense of a passage over the ocean 
nUnit Vl .000, and the vessel would carry 
2."i passengers, thtts providing cheaper 
transportation than the steamers.

reporte<l adversely by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee and afttr Along dlaeoMion waa 
defeated. 

The Hooae Committee on Municipali- 
ties has agreed to report adversely Mr. 
White'a bill requiring oloctrlo wlrea to be 
put undergronnd. A flght will be made to 
peas it over the committee's objection. 

In the Senate Mr. Goebel called up the 
bill in regard to OtreaH Oborti In eoon- 
ties having a population under 150,000 
when ^hey are separate judicial diatricts. 
It pnirtdia t^r the •amnwnlng of Juriea 
for each diatrict, uoA WM agreed to by 
all parties. 

Mr. Salyers offered a substitute for the 
bill relating to empiricism and it was 
adopted, after which the hill passed. 

The Superintendent of Public^Instruc- 
tion aent in his response to thereaolutiou 
calling for a report of his expenses . The 
report shows that his allowance for cleric- 
al iforce from September, 1891, to Febru- 
ary, 1894, amoanted to |B,040, of which
